DON’T KNOW why ilt. Itooscvclt ought to be a friend to the 
J working man. His associations, his instincts and interests 
pm have always been wholly on the side of the capitalist cla.ss. 
S As Governor of New York he sent the state militia to Croton 
dam to shoot down workmen for protesting against the viola¬ 
tion of the eJght-hour law. In his decision in the Miller case in the 
government printing office he struck a staggering blow at organized 
lalKir, the effect of which is as yet but little understood. 

I'pon the surface, the open shop would seem to he a fair proposi¬ 
tion, hut as a mutter of fact it i. an impossibility. Twenty-five years 
ago. when unionism was still weak, the o|wn shop was one of the com¬ 
promises. temporarily accepted. The economic development and pro- 
gTcs^iv^• unionism swept the moven ent beyond that point and toward 
complete organization. .4 printing office toilay is either wholly union 
or wholly non-union. To declare that it shall be open is to non-uniouize 
it. This would be the effect of President Ilooscvelt’s order. 

Hut today the “open shop" is practically impossible, 
if part of the employes are union and part non-union they are not 
only in ceasele.ss conflict, but the employer in the open shop has a right 
to discharge an employe for any reason, or for no reason at all. Thus 
it becomes an ea.'V matter to discriminate against union men and de¬ 
prive tlii'in of the protection which they have worked so long and lacri- 
liceJ so much to s.smrc through their organization. 

.\nv contract or agreement or regulation that the union may pro- 
p,>,y would be binding on its own members only; and it is admitted that 
separate contracts for union and non-union men would but serve to 
further complicate matters, toe effect of which would he to virtually 
deprive the union of all its power, and thus destroy what it has taken 
vears of organized effort to accomplish. 

Here i,« the vital point involved in tliis affair. Other printing of¬ 
fices. and other employers generally, will point to the decision of 
Pri'sident Roosevelt as a precedent for assuming a similar attitude. The 
effi-ct of this will be to non-unionize as many e.stablishmenta as pos¬ 
sible and nmder the union impotent as a faetor in controlling wages 
and in determining the conditions of emploj’ment.

If the Socidist party had 
wilted and died, or even remained 
insignificant, he would hare felt 
some gratification. Bat that it 
should actually continue to gr-iw in 
spite of him and the others who have 
betrayed and attempted to wreck it 
for their oim selfish purposes, is un¬ 
pardonable. That was a blow from 
which Casson’s wounded egoism 
never recovered, and for which his 
to hold rongested mind trill never find room 
long as for fotaiveneu.

No discrimination is made against the 
woman printer as to what kind of 
work she shall do In the composing 
room. 

The only requirement la that she 
shall show her “card.'* This being sat¬ 
isfactory nml showing that she Is a 
paid tip mciulier In good staodlog. all 
that remains Is for her to don her 
apron and roll up her sleeves. When a 
■trike is det'lnretl. out she walks with 
her man work mates, nod she stays out 
until the strike Is declared off. 

The Stenographers and Typewriters’ 
uolon. very recently form^. has al¬ 
ready gained a smalt (^rcentage of In¬ 
crease In salaries, ond the ultimate aim 
of the organization Is that by keeping 
illiterate women out of the profession 
entirely they may be able to raise 
woges A full 50 per cent within the 
next five years. Here, as In few other 
cities, the steam laundry workers are 
well organized, and as a result they 
ore DOW receiving firm 20 to 25 per 
cent higher wages, with shorter hours.

It was a haitlshlp. a torture which 
I bad been borne patiently tince the In- 
troductlon of ttio foctory system itaelf.

ize the women garment workers of 
New York city. Then a vigorous fight 
was waged ogalnst the task oystem. 
first lu thu shops which Mr. Baroodess 
had unionised and later in the nouun- 
ioD sad “opeir shops. The reform 
started by the union became .nmpul- 
Bory tbroU|;h loglslatiou. and the sys¬ 
tem has long since been abolished. 

Now *hcu a woman Is engaged by 
tbe week her task begins >louday 
morning and ends Saturday night. On 
Saturday night she mail receive her 
wage, whether or not she bos finished 
tbe last six ilosen garments. 'Die wo¬ 
men garment workers olso declared, 
through Mr. Barondess, that sixteen 
hours a dny was tea ranch. They told 
In iheir mass ineeilugs of tbe agonies 
suffered In those sixteen hoom. bend¬ 
ing over the thnndoring “power” mo 
chines, huddletl in rooms foul with bad 
air and glowing tike fumacca with tbe 
MtovgM tlmt must always be re<l but to 
heat the pressing Irons. .Vnd these 
hours were re<luei'd. From sixteen they 
became fourteen and then ten. and 
now they arc only eight, or Just one- 
holf of what they were ten years ago. 

Hand In hand with tbe reduction in 
hours came a i>roi>ortiooate Increase In 
.^ages until '^odny the garment worker] 
earns on on average of 20 per cent or j 
f 2 per week more than she did ten 
yenrs ago. There also followed a radical 
Improvement In c*ondltjoDa everywhere. 
Today the law stipulates bow many 
square feet of space each worker shall 
be allowed by her employer. The blis¬

The Iab>)r movement lias done much 
for woinea In alt employments, wheth¬ 
er ihelr pariicular Industries WA»re or- | 
ganlzed or not. and Ueoplte the fact I 
that they may or may not have bad a j 
grievance. Tbe Influence for good is | 
quite as Inevitable os Is tbe Influeoco i 
for evil, and It Is hut natural that any ; 
reform In any direction must Ju tbe i 
end bonefit all xvorkers. ! 

Despite tbe fact ebat tbe labor trove- I 
ment has worked through the tradvs 
nnlon incalculable benefit to tbe wom¬ 
an wage earner in every industry, it is 
one of tbe Ironies of tbe labor agita¬ 
tor’s life that women hove ever been 
and do still remain their most uncom- 
promising opponeota. 

Could the woman wage earner l>e 
eliminated — suddenly sod absolutely 
eliminated — from all consideration In 


Woman owes an lucmlculaUa debt to 
the labor movement It hM done for 
her OTciything that It baa for men. It 
has nlsed ber enmlng wage, erot for 
cent, dollar for dollar, aa It baa raised 
It baa re' 
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the wage of tbe man toller, 
duced ber hoars of labor in exactly the 
proportion as it has decreased

those uf men. But the labor movement 
has tkme more than this—somcUilog 
that 119 other movement, no other Instl* 


tuttou. political, religious or economic, 
has ^ne—It lias ma^ her tbe coequal 
of man. Wliat cburcU and state have 
persistently refuted tbo labor move- 
nient has from Us verj* inception recog¬ 
nized fully and freely—to wit, woman’s 
right to political, social ond Industrial 
equality. 

Tbe deference to woman and tbe ben¬ 
efits wblcb accrue to ber wlib every 
I step of progress made by tbe labor 
I movement are uot.JuCi however, to any 
feelings of either sentiment or pity for 
ber. There la nothing chivalrous about 
tbe labor movement. It has naught to 
do with highfalutin notions about the 
gentleness and sweetness and virtue of 
womanhood. 

The labor movement only recognizes 
tbe fact that women have got to work 
nowadays right alongside of men and 
that therefore they must t>c dealt with 
as men. Economic cunditlons originally 
forced her to become bis rival, and he 
Is now using every effort in bis imwer 
to make her lila ally. 

To this end her cause In tbe labor 
movement has t)een made Identical 
with UU. Every trades uotou In any in¬ 
dustry wbleJi employs women at all ad¬ 
mits them on a basis of tbe doctrine of 
perfect equality with Us moinbers. The 
rules and bylaws of those innumera¬ 
ble local trades unions all over the land 
declare for women’s political enfran¬ 
chisement. 

Om obeenre little trades union Is 
doing more for womau suffrage than 
oil tbe women's clubs In America com- 
blued, because It Is a necessity to tbe 
workingman that his wife and sister 
shall beocefortb staud by bU side. It 
is very Important to tbe workingman. 
Indeed it Is an absolute neceeslty, that 
tbe working woman shall mako as 
much money as be does and that she 
aball not work longer. 

Were tbla a merely cbivalroui oentl- 
ment on his part It would count for lit¬ 
tle. but tbe feeling that inspires It Is 
tbe strongest human inatlnct, that of 
self preservation. A man must live, 
and a niuu cannot live nowadays by 
the sweat of his brow unless the toil 
stained woman U with him in bis fight 
for tbe principles and practice for 
which the labor movement stands. 

To recount some of tbe most promt-; 
neut Instances \v*bore women have; 
made great gains through the efforts 
of tbe trades unions Is to predicate tbo 
same Identical gains for thousands of i 
women, end men. too. wbo do not be -1 
long to nnlooa at all, but wbo have 
benefited by tbe reforms wblcb organ¬ 
ised labor ba 9 forced all employers to 
make. 

For Instance, take tbe ITnited Gar¬ 
ment -Workers' organization, which i 
contains tbe largest nnmber of women ! 
of any branch of industry. «t Is com- i 
puted that 00.000 persons In Kw-w York 
alone earn a living In the making of 
garments, a large proportion of whom 
are womoo. Until a few years 070 
these wotten were obliged to work a 
minimum of sixteen hours a day. of- 
tenest eighteen bours, and amid con¬ 
ditions whicti would not be tolerated 
DOW even In tbe most dei)lorable of tbe 
sweatshops wblcb still remain os re¬ 
minders of a day of horrors that Is 
past. 

It Is leas than ten years ago since tbe 
inl(|uUouB "ta^k system” was tbe rule 
In every shop. By this system, which 
bad Its origin In the days of the Isroel- 
itlsb captivity In Egypt, a woman was 
allotted so many garmenta per week, 
all of wblcb bad to be flnUbed l>efore 
abe could claim ber week’s pay. As the 
allotment wus Invariably far In excess

But in advocating these meaenrat as steps in the overthrow ot rapBillm 
and the eetabliahment ot the co-operative commonwMltb, wa wan the weiklai 
cites' against the so-called public ownerihip moveenaute aa aa attaapt ol the 
capiuUst class to eocuro goverumental control of public utmtiaa for tha pw|ea 
ol obtaining greater aecnrity in tbe exploitation of othn iudusttias aid at( tM 
tha amelioration of tho coi^ltiona ot the working class. 
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be more than bait solved. So aay tbe 
most experienced oC tbe leaders of the 
movement. It is woman’s consr^rva- 
tlsm, not mao’s Indifference, which re¬ 
tards tbe speedj growth and propagan¬ 
da of the trades union Idra. 

Only* in tlte western states have work¬ 
ing tvomen as a class accepted tbe doc¬ 
trine of organization with anything 
like conviction and earnestness. Out¬ 
side of tbe garment industries of tbe 
great eastern citiefl, .jnore especiallj 
New York, andi tbe tobacco Induatrles. 
wblcb boast 4.u00 women in their vari¬ 
ous local uoious. tbe trades union may 
be said to be prsctically unknown to 
tbe women and girls of tbe Atlantic 
ataten. A great preponderance of New 
Yo'^k's population Is tbe working wom¬ 
an. and yet there are not N.OUO union 
working women in Greater New York. 

Tbe Ikix makers, wbo still work nn- 
der most deplorable t'ondltlons. danger¬ 
ous fire trap buildings. long, painful 
bours and pltlftUly small wages, have 
persistently refused to listen to tbe call 
of the agitator; likewise tbe waitresses, 
tbe seam 8 tn*saoi(, the saleswomen and 
tbe Innumerable ofber trades women. 
Various reasons, philosophical and oth¬ 
erwise. arc preferred by the studeut of 
economics os an explanation of this 
perversity. That of Mr. Barondess him¬ 
self la interesting and probably more 
trutbfol than anything else: 

“It Is the possible husband that re¬ 
tards w’ouian's progress. So long as 
tbe rank and file of working women Is 
made up of young and pretty girls It 
will be a dithcult task to make them 
see the advantages of organization. 
They feel that they will not have to 
w’ork always, and with youth and hope 
lu tbeir hearts andwlslons of a pooNlbie j 
Prince Charming who will some day | 
come and deliver (hem from bondage 
women ore willing to suffer a great 
deal uiieoraplalnlngly. .\fter they are 
married, though, ond. as often happens, 
come bock to the. factory to help their 
buflbanda support 'their little families, 
they begin to listen to the trades union¬ 
ist.”

The Direct (..egisiation Itecord 
and Proportional Kep'reaentation Re¬ 
view, a ])nblieatio'n devoted to mak¬

to other thinga are very good ideas) quotes'with approval an editorial 
elTu«ioD 'from the Pittsburg Kanean on a “eorniption-proof Imllot.” 
■Vftcr inveighing against the ‘Tag-tag and bob-tail” elements in our 
elections with which “decent, intelligent: lutizens do not wish to come 
in contact,” it sums up its wisdom a* follows: 

1. Permit no politicsl party nsma to appear anywhere on the ballot. 

2. Allow no party emblem, design, symbol, picture or device on the ballot. 

3. Arrange, the namea of candidates in alpliabetical order under the title of 
the office for which .each ia nmning. The rcidsace or post .office address should 
appear, but in smaller type, below hia name. 

4. The choke of the voter to be indicated in a square alongside tlie candi¬ 
date's name as at present, 

3. No second prcaon under an,' pretenie whatever to eoter the booth wliile 
lha voter ia preparing hi* ballot. 

Commenting on tlie above the Kansan says that it would “dis- 
franehiia; every hoodlum, every ignoramus, every looter, every boodler 
and bummer on the one hand, and would draw to it every intelligent, ob- 
eervant, responsible and worthy citizen on the other.” 

We dissent. The above is simon-pure “muddle-headed” wisdom. 
We wish none of it! 

What such a corruption-proof ballot would do would be to give tlie 
cla.ss of capitalistic fleecers of labor who now control the government, 
and who do not want to let go, the jiower fo Irold on for a good time 
to come. ' 

There is an old trick in handling men that the capitalist class 
learned long ago. It is this: “Divide the enemy and conquer.” If 
v.ou ean keep your enemy divided, vou can control him. 

So* the political enemy of capitalLsm ia the wage-working class. 
If the w.-.rking class should mass its votes in this country and vote for 
its own interests now and in the future, that i.s, for Socialism, it would 
sweep everything lieforc it, and this capitalism well knows. The pro- 
po,af of the KaH.sas faddist would do very nicely to spread confusion 
in the ranks of the people, to get them to vote for men instead of 
principles and to keep them from massing together os an emancipat¬ 
ing party. 

The old. smootli, capitalist advice about selecting good men for 
ofllcc, sounds well, and that’s all. But if it is just men, individual 
personalities, a mere filling of offices with office holders, that our elec¬ 
tions are to discend to, why shouldn’t the civil service be extended to 
take in all such positions, with examinations, rcasonally devised 
(which civil service examinations sometimes are not) so that the ^ess 
of the voter as to which arc the fit and capable men would bo super¬ 
ceded by the certainty of the examination in picking up capable in- 
dividimls? .Manifestly, this Kansas reformer, from the way he handles 
the subject, shows that he regards political parties as unnecessary and 
miscliioyous, which, as far as the capitalist parties go, we g.'ant. But 
if he is honest in his desire for reform and wants the reform in the 
interests—the true interests of the workers of the country and not in 
the interests of the drones, he ought to be able to see that working people 
ean expect nothing unless they mass together in a party, and that they 
must begin by conquering government in local elections. 'To stamp out 
partyisni on such occasions would mean the attempted stifling of the 
people's revolt again.st capitalism—and would be a crime against social 
progress. 

Instead of shutting out the boodlers and heelers, the Kansas plan 
would give them longer lease of life. As is the case with so manv 
'•reforms," it would bring about, or intensify, just the things it aims 
to abolish. We‘wish none of it!
